WASFIINGTON  (BP)  —  A  lawsuit  against  an  abortion  clinic 
in  Fargo,  N.D.,  might  be  an  opening  for  a  series  of  class  action 
suits  against  die  iuxirtion  industry  for  failing  to  disclose  the 
dang^  of  the  pitxredure,  acxordmg  to  an  Aug.  9  report  on 
CNSNews.com.  The  suit,  Mattson  v.  Red  River  Vromen's  Clinic, 
was  filed  14  mondis  ago  on  behalf  of  a  woman  who  says  she 
was  the  victim  of  false  advertising  because  she  was  not 
informed  of  die  connection  between  breast  cancer  and  abortion. 

The  suit  centers  on  a  clinic  brochure  given  to  women  seeking 
an  aborticHi  that  reads,  "Anti-abortion  activists  claim  that  having 
an  abortion  increiises  the  risk  of  devellming  breast  cancer  and 
endargers  future  childbearing.  None  of  tnese  claims  are  support¬ 
ed  W  medical  research  or  established  medical  oigemizations." 

The  suit  alleges  that  "[b]y  publishing  and  distributing  a 
brochure  stating  that  medical  research  does  not  support  the 
claim  that  having  an  abortion  increases  the  risk  of  developing 
breast  cancer,"  the  clinic  violated  informed  consent  laws 
requiring  patients  to  be  told  the  immediate  and  long-term  risks 
of  any  surgical  procedure. 

The  clime  has  since  withdrawn  the  brochure,  but  a  judge 
denied  its  motion  to  dismiss  the  lawsuit  on  the  grounds  that 
the  cause  of  action  was  moot.  On  Aug.  25,  a  hearing  will  be 
held  in  tiie  case  on  attorney  John  Kindley's  request  for  an 
injunction  requiring  the  clime  to  warn  women  seeking  abor¬ 
tions  of  the  risks  ofthe  procedure. 

Kindley,  representing  Mattson,  told  CNSNews.com  if  the 
suit  is  successW,  it  could  "open  the  abortion  industry  up  to 
hundreds  of  tobacco-like  lawsuits..."

Senate  okays 
legislation  on 
sex  trafficking 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —The 
U.S.  Senate  has  approved 
without  objection  legislation 
to  combat  the  international 
problem  of  sexual  trafficking 
in  women  and  children. 

The  Senate  adopted  the 
Trafficking  Victims  Protection 
Act  H.R.  3244,  by  unanimous 
consent  )uly  27.  Thrxigh  tiie  ver¬ 
sion  afjprowd  by  the  senators 
was  similar  to  the  House  bill 
passed  in  May,  its  differences 
will  require  a  conference  com¬ 
mittee  of  members  of  both  hous¬ 
es  to  negotiate  a  final  measure. 

About  50,000  women  and 
children  are  brought  into  this 
country  each  year  in  the  sex 
trade,  according  to  experts  on 
the  issue.  It  is  estimated  there 
are  as  many  as  2  million  sex¬ 
trafficking  victims  a  year  woHd- 
wide,  according  to  the  State 
Department,  with  at  least  1 
million  of  those  children.  The 
sex  trade  has  become  a  prof¬ 
itable  enterprise  for  organized 
crime,  witnesses  have  testified 
at  congressional  hearings.

Total  triumph 

Revelation  20:1-2,  4b-7, 10-12, 14-15

The  news  came  over  the 
radio.  The  war  was  over!  All 
over  America,  people  poured 
out  into  foe  streets  to  celebrate. 
Victory!  The  enemy  had  been 
defeated.  What  jw! 

One  reason  Ciuistians  can 
rejoice  is  that  foe  outcome  of 
the  conflict  is  sure.  Jesus  wins! 
Rejoice  in  Jesus'  complete  and 
final  victory. 

Satan  Dound  (w.  1-2). 

Chapter  20  is  one  of  foe  most 
disputed  chapters  in  foe  Bible. 
The  difoerences  in  interpretation 
have  to  do  with  foe  mousand 
years  mentioned  in  foe  chapter. 
A  view  called  amillemualism 
holds  that  the  thou^d-year

reign  of  Christ  is  sym¬ 
bolic,  not  literal. 

Anofoer  view  called 
premillennialism  con¬ 
tends  that  Christ's  return  will 
precede  a  seven-year  tribulation 
followed  by  foe  millermium. 
Anofoer  view  not  usually  held 
today  is  that  foings  wiU^t  bet¬ 
ter  on  earth  so  foat  Cforist  is 
Lord  on  earth  though  not  physi¬ 
cally  present.  This  millenmum 
of  good  times  will  be  followed 
by  Christ's  return.  This  is 
known  as  postmillennialism.

Satan's  influence  in  foe 
world.  It  is  when  this 
occurs  foat  is  foe  subject 
of  debate.  One  thing  is 
sure.  God  has  power  over 
Satan  and  limits  his  activ¬ 
ity. 

Saints  raised  (w.  4b- 
7).  Those  who  had  been 
martyred  in  the  great  war 
will  uve  and  reign  with 
Christ.  This  was  a  word  of 
encouragement  to  believers  to 
resist  unto  death.  The  "rest  of  foe 
dead"  probably  refers  to  unre¬ 
generate  dead  who  would  be 
judged. 

Tne  fifth  beatitude  of 
Revelation  is  found  in  verse  six. 
Those  who  experience  foe  first 
resurrection  will  not  face  foe  sec¬ 
ond  death.  The  second  deafo  is 
spiritual  and  permanent,  not 
ffoysical  and  temporary.  Their 
special  position  is  seen  in  that 
thOT  will  reign  with  Christ. 

It  is  not  e^lained  why  Satan 
is  let  loose,  rerhapis  there  must 
be  a  final  conflict  and  clear  defeat 


for  Satan.  Satan  is  powerful  but 
limited  and  will  be  finally  defeat¬ 
ed  by  foe  power  of  God. 

Humanity  judged  (w.  10-12). 
John  sees  finm  and  crushing 
fate  of  Satan,  who  is  cast  into  the 
same  place  of  torment  <is  foe 
beast  and  false  prophet.  Tire  and 
brimstone"  recalls  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 
which  was  God's  punishment 
for  foe  wicked.  This  punishment, 
however,  will  never  end.  It  will 
not  be  a  passive  punishment. 
They  will  be  tormented. 

Tne  "great  white  throne"  is 
probably  not  foe  forcme  in  chap¬ 
ter  four  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Its 
appearance  and  function  indi¬ 
cate  a  pure  and  perfect  judg¬ 
ment.  Tne  one  on  foe  throne  is 
not  identified  but  is  certainly 
God.  His  glory  is  so  great  foat  foe 
old  creation  vanishes. 

The  language  indicates  foat 
none  will  escape  foe  judgment  of 
God.  Books  are  opened.  The 
"Book  of  Life"  contains  foe

redeemed  in  Christ  (v.  15).  The 
’books"  indicate  that  all  are 
known  by  God.  He  knows  what 
they  have  done  and  what  they 
have  not  done. 

Unredeemed  punished  (w. 
14-15).  It  will  be  foe  end  of 
"Deafo  and  Hades."  These 
abstractions  are  personalized. 
Deafo  is  the  common  end  of  man 
and  Hades,  foe  place  of  the  dead, 
is  their  common  destination. 
That  is  done  away  with.  Deafo 
means  more  than  lust  not  living. 
To  live  is  to  be  wifo  God;  deafo  is 
separaticMi  from  God.  The  "sec¬ 
ond  deafo"  is  the  final  and  eter¬ 
nal  separaticHi  from  Ckxi. 

Those  whose  names  are  in  the 
Book  of  Life  live  in  the  presence 
of  God  forever.  All  oth^  share 
the  fate  of  Satan,  the  beast,  and 
the  false  prophet. 

Ckxi's  final  judgment  is  terri¬ 
ble  for  those  who  reject  his  Son, 
but  by  foe  grace  of  God  believers 
are  deliveiw  from  deafo  to  life.

Family  Bible  Series 

A  way  of  life 

Colossians  3:1-17 


By  Juanita  West 


Teachers  in  many  disciplines 
present  foe  doctrine  or  theology 
to  be  learned  and  then  support 
it  wifo  examples,  illustrations, 
and  applicabons  to  life.  Jesus 
often  taught  this  way.  Paul  uses 
this  format  extensively  when  he 
shares  the  truth  of  foe  Word  as 
demonstrated  in  Colossians. 

What  to  seek  (w.  1-3).  The 
Apostle  instructs  foe  believers  to 
put  their  mmds  totally  on  the 
foings  above"  and  "not  on 
foings  on  the  earfo"  <is  the  false 
teac^rs  encouraged  (v.  2). 
Seeking  God's  eternal  presence  is 
a  dauy  discipline  for  the 
Christian.  "A  Christian's  life  is  no 
longer  dictated  by  this  world  but 
is  hidden  wifo  Christ  in  God," 


(The  Nelson  Study 
Bible,  V.3,  p.  2015).  Paul 
uses  the  comparison  of  w<»«» 
the  believer's  life  to  foe 
act  of  baptism,  which  symbolizes 
foe  believer's  deafo  to  the  old  life 
and  resiurection  to  foe  new  life 
in  Christ. 

The  follower's  life  changes 
focus  as  foe  worldly  cares  and 
concerns  give  way  to  eternal  mat¬ 
ters.  "He  will,  for  instance,  set 
giving  above  getting,  serving 
above  ruling,  rorgivmg  above 
avenging.  The  Christian's  stan¬ 
dard  of  values  will  be  God's,  not 
men's"  (William  Barclay,  foe 
Letters  to  foe  Philippians, 
Colossians,  and  Thessalonians,  p. 
147).  Oswald  Chambers,  in  his 
book  My  Utmost  for  His  Highest, 
says:  "Wfe  talk  as  if  it  were  foe 


most  precarious  foing  to 
live  foie  sanctified  life:  it  is 
foe  most  secure  thing, 
because  it  has  Almi^ty 
Cjod  in  and  bdiind  it.  The 
most  precarious  thing  is  to 
try  and  live  without  God. 
If  we  are  bom  again,  it  is 
foe  easiest  thing  to  live  in 
right  relationshm  to  God 
and  the  most  difficult  thing 
to  go  wrong,  if  only  we  will  heed 
God's  warnings  and  keep  in  the 
right"  (C  1963,  p.359). 

What  to  stop  (w.  5-11).  Paul 
admonishes  the  Colossian 
Chrisbans  foal  they  are  not  to  go 
on  living  as  if  they  were  alive  to 
sin.  Even  though  foe  believers 
once  parbcipated  in  these  world¬ 
ly  acbvibes,  Paul  calls  on  them  to 
abandon  their  pracbces.  The 
Bible  Knowledge  Commentary 
states,  "This  command  suggests 
a  decisive  acbon,  as  if  PauiMid, 
'Mortify  it!  Do  it  now!  Do  it  res¬ 
olutely!"'  (p-680).  Barclay  says, 
"Everything  which  would  ke^ 
him  (Chrisban)  from  fully  obey¬ 


ing  God  and  fully  surrendering 
to  Christ  must  be  surgically 
excised"  (p.  150). 

The  Afxjstle  lists  those  behav¬ 
iors  which  foe  believers  should 
abandon,  reminding  them  foat 
"The  wrath  of  God  is  coming 
uf>on  the  sons  of  disobedience” 
(v.  6,  NKJ).  Since  the  Colossians 
have  a  new  life  in  Christ,  Paul 
looks  at  their  lives  as  "new  man 
and  old  man"  (vv.  9-10). 

With  this  description,  Paul 
recognizes  the  believer's  "for¬ 
mer  unredeemed  life  as  the  old 
man,  and  the  life  as  God's  child 
as  the  new  man"  (  The  Nelson 
Study  Bible,  p.  2016).  This  new 
found  freedom  in  Christ  knows 
no  barriers.  All  distincbons  are 
removed  through  Christ  who  is 
"all  and  in  aU"  (v.  11,  NKJ). 

What  to  start  (w.  12-17).  Since 
foe  Colossian  Chrisbans  have 
been  chosen  by  God  and  have 
put  on  a  new  life,  Paul  urges 
them  on  to  anofoer  decisive 
acbon:  "clothe  yourself  wifo  a 
heart  of  pity,  kindness,  humility. 


gentleness,  pabence"  (v.  12). 
These  virtues,  listed  as  a  conbast 
to  foe  vices  of  foe  old  nature, 
deal  wifo  "'personal  relabon- 
ships  between  man  and  those 
which  govern  human  relabon- 
ships"  (Barclay,  p.  157). 

In  addibon,  the  Chrisban’  is  to 
bear  with  one  anofoer  cind  for¬ 
give  each  one  (v.  13).  Yet,  above 
all  of  these  virtues,  foe  Cluisban 
should  display  love,  "which  is 
foe  bond  of  perfecbon"  (v.  14). 
In  their  hearts,  foe  believers  are 
to  carry  the  peace  of  God  and 
are  to  be  thankful  (v.  15).  The 
Apostle  reminds  foe  Christfans 
foat  their  love  and  peace  would 
be  demonsbated  through 
psalms  and  music  offered  up  to 
Christ.  The  Chrisban's  entire  life 
should  be  one  of  honor  and 
praise  to  God.  "And  whatever 
you  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in 
foe  name  of  foe  Lord  Jesus,  giv¬ 
ing  thanks  to  Ciod  foe  Fafoer 
through  Him"  (v.  17,  NKJ).
